When Lisa Dorr pampers her cocker span- 
iel, Marvin, she rewards him with a treat or 
squeaky toy But her twin sister, Alison Dorr, 
takes it a few steps further, springing for 
aquatic treadmill sessions and acupuncture 
for her bulldog. Spike. 

“He would just melt almost immediately 
after the {acupuncture} needles were placed 
along his spine,” Alison said. 

Lisa agreed that luxury pet services are 
worth it— if you can afford them. 

“I don’t have the means to do it for Mar- 
vin,” said Lisa, 41, of Lakeview “But [Spike] 
really enjoyed it, and you could see his whole 
mood change.” 

Spike, who suffers from arthritis, goes to 
The Royal Treatment in North Center, where 
acupuncture is about $78 a session after a $225 
consultation, and regular underwater runs on 
a doggy treadmill start at $40. 

Those types of upscale services are growing 
more popular as some owners have no limits 
on indulging their pets. 

In fact, experts say pet pampering has 
been seemingly recession-proof Dog owners 
in particular have been feeding the roughly 
$47 billion pet-service industry by buying 
aromatherapy treatments, extravagant pet 
parties, massages and workouts with personal 
trainers, according to the American Pet Prod- 
ucts Association. 

“Owners aren’t just buying designer acces- 
sories and treats,” saidTierra Bonaldi, pet life- 
style expert at the APPA. “Now it’s extended 
to pampered puppy spa packages, organic 
food, health supplements and stays at luxury 
hotels.” 

Enter Stay: A Modern Dog Hotel in Raven- 
swood, where owners book luxury kennels for 
up to $75 a night paired with aquatic fitness, 
treadmill sessions and nature walks months in 
advance, kennel supervisor Edgar Hernandez 
said. 

About 200 dogs regularly stay in these 
lavish boarding suites, souped up with Web 
cameras for owners to watch their pets from 


For the glamour puss 

If you think cats couldn’t care less about 
TLC, you probably haven’t heard of Meeow 
Chicago. 

Jennifer Schilling didn’t find many bark- 
free (read: stress-free) spas and kennels for 
cats, so she opened one at 1804 W. Lake St. 
in December. 

Boarding suites start at $35 a night and 
are appointed with French doors, modern 
cat trees, lounging baskets, tinted bubble 
windows, TVs programmed to flying 
birds and even automatic lasers shoot- 
ing around for complete feline entertain- 
ment. Spa services, ranging from $45-$135, 
include peppermint ear cleanses, relaxing 
nail trims, colorful nail painting and teeth 
cleansing. 

In the spa, clients can even opt for the 
“kitty Brazilian,’’ Schilling said. But don’t 
worry, there’s no waxing involved. “It’s just 
a very tight, clean, inner leg and little but- 
tocks clip-and it looks just like a Brazilian, 
owners say.’’j.L.

smart phones or laptops, Hernandez said. 

Stay also arranges professional photo 
shoots, costing up to $250 a session, if you 
want your dog photographed on the nature 
trail in Horner Park or by the river. 

“We’ve been extremely busy; we’re pretty 
much a full kennel,” he said. “People really 
want to pamper their pets when they come 
here.” 

Pampering also means relaxation. At Do- 
Gone Eun in the South Loop, pets can get 
acupressure massages, aromatherapy sessions 
(for jumpy dogs), deep-conditioning facials or 
a full spa treatment with a “Pretty Paws Pet- 
icure” for $115. 

‘A paw massage for example stimulates the 
circulation in their feet. Just like for people, 
it feels good and refreshes them,” owner Bev- 
erley Petrunich said. “If you were to see a pet 
massage therapist just touch a dog and see how 
they respond, it’s amazing— they just love it.” 

Grooming artists also do custom fur dyes, 
modern styling and shape trendy Mohawks, 
Petrunich says.

With their hair done, pampered pets are 
ready to party Dog-a-holics, with locations in 
Wrigleyville and Lincoln Park, hosts birthdays, 
adoption anniversaries and even “bark mitz- 
vahs.” 

A two-hour bash of balloons, music, doggy 
ice cream cups, personalized dog cakes, gift 
bags and games is available for up to i8 dogs 
and their owners for $350. 

“Business continues to stay strong because 
so many dogs are treated like family members,” 
Dog-a-holics owner Candace Canty said. “We 
help create an experience and a special bond 


between the owner and the dog.” 

Of course, lavish parties and days at the dog- 
gy spa aren’t for everyone. 

Boystown resident Amanda Reiser said 
you’d never catch her painting her i-year-old 
terrier Sherman’s nails, dyeing his fur or even 
carrying him around in a handbag. 

“Dogs are pets, they’re not meant to be treat- 
ed like humans,” Reiser, 26, said. “When people 
treat their animals like babies instead of dogs, 
they take away from the dog’s natural role.” 

But Joanne Tamulewicz thinks of a little lux- 
ury as a way to say thanks to Cooper McLovin, 


her 3-year-old cockapoo. 

Tamulewicz, 51, of Roscoe Village, treats 
Cooper to a birthday cakes from the Dog- 
a-holics bakery, a handful of toys and treats 
every week or two, and the occasional winter 
jacket to keep him warm, she said, running 
her about $125 a month after grooming ex- 
penses. 

“Cooper is like the blessing in our life,” she 
said. “I usually go in {Dog-a-holics} for one 
thing and walk out with a bag of stuff— it just 
makes him so happy”

When my favorite Wrigleyville oasis announced 
recently that it was launching a weekend brunch, 

I swooned. A brunch loaded with sausages and 
other hearty grub seemed like a natural next step 
for Blokes & Birds, already well-known for a killer 
beer menu and polished pub fare. I stopped by 
with friends for the opening to see what the place 
looked like in the daylight. 

The brunch menu ... repurposes ingredients from 
the lunch and dinner menus. The wild mushrooms 
doused in truffle oil (a side dish in the evening) get 
new ife in the hash ($12) and, when we visited, in 
the omelet of the day ($10). The restaurant’s signa- 
ture bangers show up in the Bloke’s Breakfast ($14), 
which piles them on a plate with eggs, bacon, black 
pudding, potatoes and grilled tomato. 

Word is going to get around ... about the killer 
bloody mary ($9) being served. With just the right 
amount of heat thanks to a hefty pour of jalapeno- 
infused vodka and a stellar beer back (ours was the 
Young’s double chocolate stout), it’s one of the best 
that I’ve had in a while. 

It’s too bad there wasn’t more flavor ... in the 


Bloke’s Breakfast. With such a huge selection of 
bites on the plate, my dining pal was disappointed 
by how bland most of it was. Our bite of bangers 
was tasty and the black pudding was well-seasoned, 
but on the whole, it had a lot of the same texture. 
Next time, we’re hoping the potatoes are fully 
cooked. 

If you like duck, don’ t miss ... the hash ($12), 
which packs in duck confit, mushrooms, onions, 
potatoes and two duck eggs. Savory with just the 
right amount of oh-it’s-so-good grease, this is the 
perfect hangover cure. Not that we had one. 

There isn’t much to say yet ... about the crowd. 
We were practically the only ones there. Though 
it gave me the chance to observe the staff in their 
natural habitat (don’t act like you weren’t singing 
along to “Rocket Man”), but I’m hoping for a more 
bustling vibe next time. 

Bottom line: Simply by taking place, this brunch 
already has good potential. Once Blokes & Birds 
flnishes tweaking dishes (and properly promoting 
that bloody mary). I’m sure I won’t be the only one
